We have received your letter of January 23, 1973 
with which you sent us a proposed response for filing in 
the above-identified application. We have carefully reviewed 
your proposed response as has our client, and offer the 
following observations. 


The response is in all respects approved. 

Turning to consideration of the specific points 
raised on page 2 of your letter, proposed claim 1 appears 
to be proper for coverage of the product. It is essential 
that the beet residues are hydrolyzed and then cross-linked. 
Accordingly, claim 1 as proposed should be submitted in the 
form sent us. 


In connection with example 3 of the specification, 
even with the potassium hydroxide, the hydrolysis in an acid 
medium will still occur. You will note that a large quantity 
of calcium hydroxide is added after the hydrolysis step and 
this large quantity of calcium hydroxide only brings the pH 
up to 5.6. From this it would be quite apparent that the 
reaction medium was very acidic before the addition of the 
calcium hydroxide. We trust that this answers the point 
raised by you.
